
TOGETHER FOREVER

THE distraught parents of the young woman killed 
in a brutal roadside attack in Harlow have paid a 
moving tribute to their “wonderful and loving 
daughter”. 

Estyna Blunnie (20), who was just days 
away from giving birth to her first child, 
was found fatally injured on the side of 
the road in Howard Way shortly before 
3am last Wednesday. 

The heavily-pregnant mum-to-be 
was taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital but doctors were unable to 
save her or her unborn daughter. 

The day after her death her par¬ 
ents, Kevin and Susan, released a 
statement in which they spoke of 
their family’s “tragic loss”. 

“Our daughter and granddaugh¬ 
ter have been taken from us in such 
a tragic and horrific way; we can't 
begin to explain how we feel. 

“Estyna was a wonderful and loving 
daughter who was looking forward to 
the birth of her first child. Sadly this will 
no longer be. 

“We hope that everyone will under¬ 
stand the sadness in our hearts and let us 
mourn the passing of our loved ones. We 
would also like to thank everyone for 
their support to our family at this very 
sad time.” 

Scores of floral tributes, cards and soft 
toys have been laid at a bench near the 
spot where Estyna was found, with 
groups of friends visiting the scene over 
the past week to pay their respects.

One, who did 
not want to be named, described the for¬ 
mer Burnt Mill School student as a 
“larger than life” character.” 

“She was a lovely, bubbly girl who 
always had a lot of people around her,” 
she told the Star. “This is a real tragedy 
for the community; even people who 
didn’t know her have been affected.” 

Another friend said those who knew 
Estyna had been left “shocked and sick¬ 


ened” by her death. 

“I am looking and reading the tributes 
but I just can’t believe they are real,” she 
added. “I just can’t believe she is gone, 
she had so much to live for.” 

Social networking sites and online 
tribute books have also been flooded 
with messages of sympathy . 

Writing on the Star website, Kim¬ 
berly from Harlow posted: “Just going to 
see your flowers make me realise how 


loved you both are. Sleep well princess 
and baby princess.” 

A provisional post mortem examina¬ 
tion carried out last week revealed 
Estyna had died from multiple head and 
facial injuries. 

Police have appealed for anyone with 
information which may help with their 
inquiries to contact detectives at 
Harlow’s Major Investigation Team on 
101 . 


% Tony McLernon (23), of North 
Grove, Harlow, was remanded in cus¬ 
tody when he appeared at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Tuesday charged with 
the murder of Miss Blunnie and one 
count of child destruction. 

Judge Christopher Ball told him his 
next appearance would be for a plea and 
case management hearing on Septem¬ 
ber 24 at which arrangements would be 
made for his trial.

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Man left clinging to car bonnet by 'lunatic' driver 


A YOUNG man who was told by a 
judge he had “driven like a lunatic” 
has avoided a jail sentence. 

Joseph Robinson (20), drove his car 
at another vehicle while another man 
was clinging to the bonnet. 

Robinson, of Park Hill, Harlow, 
pleaded guilty at Chelmsford Crown 
Court to charges of dangerous driving 
and assaulting Stephen McKeown 
causing actual bodily harm. 

He was ordered to complete 240 
hours of unpaid work, banned from 


driving for a year and ordered to pay 
£500 compensation and £1,000 legal 
costs. 

The court heard the incident hap¬ 
pened on December 9 last year after 
Robinson went to the pub in Old 
Harlow where his former girlfriend. 
Heather Gibbons, worked. 

When she left work with friends 
including Mr McKeown, Robinson 
followed her car and at times was said 
to be just a few centimetres behind her. 

Miss Gibbons pulled over and Mr 


McKeown got out of the car. The court 
was told that Robinson then drove into 
him, forcing him to grab the wind¬ 
screen wipers to stop himself from 
falling into the road. 

Robinson then continued to drive at 
another vehicle with Mr McKeown 
still clinging to the bonnet, trapping 
Mr McKeown between the two vehi¬ 
cles. 

Mr McKeown suffered leg injuries 
while an elderly passenger in the other 
vehicle suffered from shock. 


As he passed sentence Judge 
Christopher Ball told Robinson: “You 
drove like a lunatic. Mr McKeown was 
hurt but it could have been much more 
severe. If I see you again it’ll be 12-15 
months jail.” 

In addition to the other penalties 
Judge Ball also banned Robinson from 
a number of pubs in the area for the 
next six months and told him : “You 
got yourself into a state over a young 
woman. You’re not the first to do so 
but lessons must be learned.” 


Town a 'hotspot' 
for repossessions

HARLOW has been named as one 
of the country’s repossession 
hotspots by the UK’s leading 
housing and homelessness charity. 

The town is ranked 19th in Shelter’s 
‘repossession risk’ league table, which 
compares the latest Government statistics 
on the number of mortgage possession 
claims issued per local authority area. 

According to the charity’s reserach 
only Thurrock and Luton had a higher 
claim rate in the East of England during 
the past year, with Harlow’s 2011/12 
average of 5.69 claims per 1,000 homes 
putting the town’s homeowners at greater 
risk of repossession than those living in 
Broxboume or Stevenage. 

The report also uncovered a strong link 
between rising unemployment and repos¬ 
session, with unemployment in hotspot 
areas rising at a much greater rate than 
areas with a lowest risk. 

Shelter chief executive Campbell 
Robb said the findings made worrying 
reading for cash-strapped homeowners 
and called on the Government to help 
drive down the cost of housing across the 
region. 

“Housing is the largest monthly cost 
for many homeowners yet the affordabil¬ 
ity of housing is not getting the same gov¬ 
ernment attention as the monthly costs of 
other essentials such as food or energy 
bills,” he said. 

“Most people think that repossession 
will never happen to them, but rising 
unemployment, high living costs 
and high house prices mean that 
many people in the East of 
England are already living close 
to the edge and risk falling into a 
spiral of debt and repossession. 

“The journey from being a 
homeowner to becoming home¬ 
less is frighteningly swift, with 
just one small thing like a wage 
cut, a health problem or a job loss 
meaning that a family can no 
longer meet their mortgage pay¬ 
ments.” 

But Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
said the total number of private 
home repossessions in Harlow 
had been on the decline since 
2007, with an average of 30 
homes repossessed per quarter 
over the past year. 

“Harlow repossessions are low 
and falling,” he told the Star. 



Air cadets get packing to 
mark Armed Forces Day 


SHOPPING bags were

They spent a day

while the cadets 
band provided some 
musical 
entertainment. 

Staff also dressed up 
in army gear to show 
their support Armed 
Forces Day, which 
recognises the 
contribution of all 
those who serve 
their country. 


By the end of the day 
the cadets had raised 
nearly £ 800 . 

"We had a fantastic 
day with the cadets," 
said the store's 
community champion, 
Kelly Verguson. 
"There was a great 
response from our 
customers and a lot 
of money was 
raised." 


“These are individual tragedies 
but they still represent less than 
0.1 per cent of Harlow house¬ 
holds, much lower than the 65-70 
repossessions a quarter that we 
were suffering in the worst of the 
Labour years. 

“Ultimately, these figures are a 
credit to hardworking Harlow 
people who are working all hours 
to pay their mortgages. The 
Government is helping as well, by 
cutting the debt so that interest 
rates can stay ultra-low. This is 
keeping hundreds of Harlow fam¬ 
ilies in their homes. 

“However, I accept we need to 
do more and that is why on 
Monday in Parliament I pressed 
the Housing Minister to give us 
more affordable housing for 
Harlow people, especially on 
brownfield sites.”

COMPLETING one 
marathon in a lifetime is an 
achievement for most 
people. But one man is 
currently tackling two a 
week in preparation for 
running 150 miles from 
Cardiff to London later this 
summer. 

Daniel Jones (23), pictured right, 
of Whieldon Grange, Harlow, and 
two university friends - Ed 
Brewser (23) and Stuart Carter 
(23) - decided to set themselves 
the charity challenge after a few 
drinks on New Year’s Eve. 

The graduates, who have all got 
one official marathon under their 
belts, agreed to run 30 miles a 
day back-to-back to raise money 
for various causes close to their 
hearts. 

“At first we thought the idea was 
impossible but then the more we

looked into it the more we 
realised we could do it,” 
explained Daniel, who works as a 
high dependency carer in the 
Ramsay Jacobs Neuro Centre at 
Rivers Hospital in High Wych. 
“Essentially we decided to do it 
in aid of the charity Brain 
Tumour UK as one of the guys 
lost his father to a brain tumour 
and I work with sufferers every 
day. 

“However, we have since agreed 
to also donate some money to the 
Ramsay Jacobs Centre to buy a 
television for the rehabilitation 
work they do using a Nintendo 
WII, and also for the Children’s 
Trust charity which supports 
severely disabled young people.” 
The three friends, who are due to 
set off on their marathon 


challenge on August 4, are 
aiming to complete the feat in 
just five days and hope to raise 
more than £3,000 from their 
endeavours. 

“Training is tough but I seem to 
be on schedule at the moment,” 
said Daniel. “I run at least two 
full marathons a week on top of 
some smaller runs so I am 
certainly clocking up the mileage. 
“I am excited though obviously 
very nervous about it. The main 
worry is that one of us will get 
injured and have to pull out; it 
certainly isn’t going to be easy.” 
He added: “We are all aiming to 
raise at least £1,000 each which 
seems reasonable for something 
like this. I am over half way there 
so hopefully everyone will get 
behind me and help give that 
final fundraising push.”

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Firefighters walk out in row over service cutbacks 



HARLOW firefighters staged an 
eight-hour walkout on Thursday 
when they joined countywide 
industrial action in protest at 
frontline spending cuts. 

In the first of five strikes planned for 
the summer, members of the Fire 
Brigades Union joined the picket line 
outside Harlow Fire Station. 

The FBU claims the proposed 
cutbacks will result in the loss of one 
in five frontline crews from stations 
across the county. But Essex Fire 
Authority maintains that cuts are 
unavoidable after its funding was 


slashed by central government. 

FBU spokesman Alan Chinn-Shaw 
said support for Thursday's strike 
had been solid and described the 
public's response as "fantastic". 
"This strike is about cuts and 
imposed changes/' he said. "Essex 
fire service has the funds; these cuts 
and changes are not necessary." 

Both sides in the long-running 
dispute are expected to sit down for 
further talks this week in a bid to 
avert further industrial action. 

The next planned strike is due to 
take place on Saturday.

A RESPECTED dancer 
and choreographer who set 
up Harlow’s first ballet 
school more than 50 years 
ago has died at the age of 
92. 

Watford-born Leo Kersley was 
one of the first male ballet 
dancers to appear on stage with 
the world-famous Ballet Rambert 
in the 1930s before going on to 
secure a place at the Royal Ballet 
School in 1942. 

Three years later he became 
the lead male dancer at Sadler’s 
Wells Theatre Ballet, remaining 
with the company until 1950 
when he left the UK for North 
America with his second wife, 
Janet Sinclair. 

Settling in Colorado with his 
family, Mr Kersley spent 18 
months teaching before moving 
back to Europe to take up a new 
post in Holland. 

Encouraged to relocate to 
Harlow New Town in 1959, he 
moved his family to Ladyshot and 
set up Harlow Ballet School. 
Within two years the Kersleys 
had set up the Harlow Ballet 
Club, the precursor to Harlow 
Ballet Association, which is still 
going strong 51 years later. 

With ballet becoming increas¬ 
ingly fashionable, the couple 
found there was no shortage of 


Harlow youngsters eager to learn 
and the fledgling group soon 
staged its first productions. 

The school’s early success led 
to the staging of the inaugural 
Harlow Ballet Festival in 1962, 
which boasted internationally- 
recognised artists on the bill and 
put the town firmly on the UK’s 
cultural map. 

Mr Kersley then played an 
instrumental role in convincing 
the council to build The Play¬ 
house, where Harlow Ballet 
promptly took up residence fol¬ 
lowing the theatre’s official open¬ 
ing in 1971. 

His skills as a teacher meant 
that many of his students were 
inspired to pursue successful 
careers in ballet, theatre and 
music. One of his greatest 
achievements came in 1967, 
when he saw five HBS members 
win places at the prestigious 
Royal Ballet School. 

He continued to teach at the 
school up until the death of wife 
Janet in 1999, returning 10 years 
later to take his final class as part 
of the group’s 50th anniversary 
celebrations. 

Mr Kersley is survived by 
daughter Alexandra - with whom 
he was living in north London up 
until his death - son John, two 
grandchildren and one great 
grandchild.

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Gilden Way homes 
inquiry under way 

A PUBLIC inquiry into controversial plans 
for a huge residential development on a 
swathe of farmland bordering Old Harlow 
opened this week at Harlow Civic Centre. 

The hearing started on Monday and is 
expected to last for eight days. It was called 
following an appeal by the development 
consortium behind the Gilden Way project 
- which includes plans for 1,200 homes, a 
new school, shops, community facilities 
and business units - against Harlow 
Council’s non-determination of their origi¬ 
nal planning application earlier this year. 

The authority is fighting the appeal on 
the grounds the submitted plans were pre¬ 
mature in advance of an impending 
Governmental review of local planning 
blueprints. 

The inquiry is taking place in the coun¬ 
cil chamber and members of the public are 
welcome to attend. 

Following the inquiry the planning 
inspector will make a recommendation to 
the Secretary of State, Eric Pickles, who 
will make the ultimate decision on whether 
or not planning permission will be granted.

Cold-call cheques con warning 


POLICE have warned householders 
to be on their guard against cold¬ 
calling conmen behind a telephone 
scam operating in the Harlow area. 

Officers are investigating reports 
of residents being duped into paying 
out up to £300 after being contacted 
by crooks posing as staff from firms 
specialising in securing refunds on 
payment protection insurance. 

One potential victim was contact¬ 
ed by a man claiming to be from a 
company called Claim Line telling 
him he was entitled to two cheques 
totalling more than £7,500 as a 
refund on loans taken out in 1991. 

He was instructed to go to a 


named local shop and buy a 
UKASH voucher for £250 to cover 
“administration costs” which would 
be collected by a solicitor before the 
cheques were handed over. 

Later he received another tele¬ 
phone call asking for the voucher 
code number but he became suspi¬ 
cious and contacted police. 

Harlow crime reduction officer 
Graham Anthony said: “These 
scams vary and include someone 
telling you there’s a virus on your 
computer, refund of overpaid bank 
charges, offering a loan against pre¬ 
payment or even an inheritance 
from a long lost relative.”

Patient guilty of 
racist rant at doc 


A FOUL-mouthed patient who hurl¬ 
ed racist abuse at an emergency doc¬ 
tor at Harlow’s Princess Alexandra 
Hospital has been warned to expect a 
prison sentence. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told Simon 
Hobbs (41) took a swing at the medic after he 
refused to give him diazepam and then would 
not give him money for a taxi to get home. 

The punch he aimed at Dr Basherat 
Bahir’s chest missed the mark but made con¬ 
tact with the doctor’s fingers, the court was 
told on Thursday. 

A hospital sister testified she heard Hobbs 
use abusive language and repeatedly calling 
Dr Bahir “a Paki”. 

The defendant, from Bishop’s Stortford, 
pleaded guilty to assault but denied it was 
racially aggravated. However, the jury took 
less than an hour to convict him of that 
offence. 

Kate Davey, prosecuting, said the assault 
took place in the early hours of October 31 
last year when Dr Bashir saw Hobbs who 
was demading diazepam. 

“Dr Bashir said ‘no’ and then Hobbs asked 
for money to get home and was again told 
‘no’,” she said. “Agitated, he said ‘I’m always 
here and you always kick me out’. 

“During the examination Hobbs had been 
lying down. He stood up and tried to punch 
Dr Bashir with his right fist, which came into

contact with the doctor’s left hand although 
there was no injury. 

“Hobbs was swearing, shouting and being 
abusive, using the word ‘Paki’. He unsuc¬ 
cessfully tried to strike out at him again but 
the doctor was backing out of the room.” 

Hobbs told the court he had been unable to 
get medication for various conditions two 
days earlier and was in pain after having 
been sent home from the hospital. 

“I got rather annoyed , I’d had enough,” he 
said. “I got off the bed and attacked Dr 
Bashir. I connected with his hand. He started 
running off and I went to punch him again. 

“He was then about 20ft away when I told 
a group of nurses they were a pack of ****s.” 

However, the court heard evidence fro 
siser Dawn Power who said the abuse was 
aimed at Dr Bahir. 

Releasing him on bail until August 3 for 
pre-sentence reports, recorder Richard Harri¬ 
son told Hobbs: “This is a serious offence, 
aggravated in a number of ways. You must 
accept the overwhelming probability you 
will receive a custodial sentence.” 

The defendant was told he also faces the 
possibility of being banned from attending 
the hospital for treatment, apart from for seri¬ 
ous injuries.

D ID you watch the Women’s

Now aged 82, Ms Ross 

was born and grew up in Portsmouth. 

She said her years with the WRAC band 
were an exciting time. “It was just after the 
war when I decided to audition with others 
for a new military band being formed 
down in Portsmouth,” she explained. 

“I was a violinist and ended up enlisting 
with the WRAC for just under five years. I 
also learnt the clarinet.” 


The band, dubbed ‘The new 
Elizabethans’ by Soldier magazine, ended 
up touring all over the country and even 
travelled abroad, playing in Germany and 
Holland. 

“We gave concerts in Berlin to displaced 
people,” said Ms Ross, “and then went on 
to Holland for Dutch radio at The Hague. It 


was a good life and I remember earning 
about £1 a week.” 

After marrying “handsome” engineer Jim, 
who she met whilst playing in the naval 
town, Ms Ross left the band to start a 
family. The couple moved to Harlow in 
1957, the same year she thinks she and her 
husband took their children to see the 
WRAC play at the bandstand in the park. 

“I remember it was wonderful to see them 
again and it made me miss playing with the 
group,” she said. “Music is in my blood 
and I still play piano now for my local 
church which is good fun, though not quite 
the same as in my heyday.”

A group which runs a 
helpline offering support to 
victims of sexual abuse is facing 
its own crisis due to a lack of 
funds.

THE murky worlds of politics and 
tabloid journalism are the subjects 
of a nailbiting new thriller being 
performed at Moot Hall next week. 
Billed as a ‘who’s doing it’ rather than 
a whodunit, The New MP will be the 
final production in Moot House 
Players’ summer season - and 
writer/director Michael Branwell is 
confident it will be a curtain call to 
remember. 

Taking its inspiration from the phone¬ 
hacking scandal, the drama asks 
probing questions about the potentially 
devastating impact of virtual stalking 
on the families of the victims. 

“Ever since the scandal broke we have 
heard much about phone hacking and 
stalking of people in the public eye, 
but not about the strain it puts on the 
families and relationships of those 
being persecuted,” said Michael. 

“This is something I wanted the play to 
address. It is very much an exploration 
of those familial and political tensions 
and how they can be stretched to 
breaking point.” 

The play follows the tumultuous life of 
Londoner Angela Chichester (Claire 
Quley), who has unexpectedly been 
elected Labour MP for a previously 
solid Tory seat in the West Country. 

But her triumph at the count is 
accompanied by personal tragedy and 
it’s not long before she becomes the 
victim of a vicious and anonymous 


tweeter. 

As private details of her personal life 
are slowly leaked to the red tops, the 
increasingly desperate MP turns 
amateur sleuth in a bid to unmask her 
stalker. 

Is it her ousted Tory opponent Lady 
Margaret Branston (Monica Albinson), 
her agent Peggy Flint (Rosalind Baron) 
who herself harboured ambitions to 
contest the seat, or Angela’s millionaire 
husband Lionel (Geoff Leeds), whose 
business empire may not hold up to 
close scrutiny? 

Or could it be her own mother, one¬ 
time left-wing militant Dot Mills 
(Bridget McAlpine) who’s feeling 


neglected and lonely following her 
only daughter’s political success? 

“It’s full of twists and turns and I think 
the audience will be in for a genuinely 
big surprise when the mystery unravels 
at the play’s conclusion,” said Michael. 
“On one level it’s a whodunit that 
poses some very serious questions but 
I’ve also incorporated lots of humour 
into the script. Hopefully it will give the 
audience plenty of food for thought.”

Collaboration is a match made in Heaven 



SATURDAY evening saw a 
rare event - a collaboration 
between the de Merc 
Chamber Choir and the 
Harlow Ballet Association. 
Billed as Music For A 
Summer Evening , the first 
part of the evening was 
devoted to the choir whose 
unaccompanied voices 
soared through the building 
and mellifluously blended 
into a harmonious whole 
which wrapped around the 
audience and carried us 
with them. 

Then came the unusual 
middle section of this 
concert when, 
accompanied by the choir 
and with the excellent Chris 
Redman on the piano, the 
church played host to 
members of the Harlow 
Ballet Association. 

The Old Testament tells that 
King David danced in front 
of the Lord God and indeed 
still in Seville in Spain, 
young boys dance in front 
of the high altar. 

The stone floor made an 
unyielding and difficult 
surface for the dancers who 


rose above this in Michael 
Branwell’s sublime 
choreography, with a subtle 
dignity beyond their years. 
This troupe of gentle, 
graceful young girls in 
deliberately understated 
white costumes, which the 
lone figure in scarlet 
complemented, added to 
the solemnity and joy of 
Faure’s Requiem, written 
on the death of his father. 
This was pure delight and 


an act of worship no less 
than Evensong would have 
been, the outstretched arms 
of the girls echoing the 
architecture of the building 
and the single male figure - 
Stefan Donovan , helping to 
lift their bodies and prayers 
to the heavens. Nadia 
Jones, whom Stefan lifted 
in the ‘Sanctus’ and at one 
point tossed into the air, is 
to be commended. 

It was a moving experience 


both for the audience and 
the singers, some of whom 
admitted afterwards to 
being choked with tears. I 
understand that this is to be 
repeated later in Harlow 
and London and I would 
urge all who had the 
misfortune to miss this 
performance to try to see it 
at another venue. 

An interval followed to 
allow the audience to 
return to earth but I for one 
will not be able to listen to 
this music again without 
feeling that something is 
missing. 

The last part of the evening 
was again devoted to the 
choir and they entertained 
us, accompanied by Chris 
Redman, with a selection of 
songs from Broadway and 
Elgar’s songs from Bavaria. 
The soloist in the excerpt 
from Porgy and Bess had a 
voice that plucked at the 
heartstrings. They certainly 
‘made a joyous noise unto 
the Lord’ and their 
audience went out into the 
night feeling uplifted.

EVERY great story has a 
beginning - Spider-Man now has 
two. 

Following Sam Raimi’s action-packed 
2002 blockbuster comes this 
emotionally richer though equally 
exhilarating opening chapter directed 
with verve by Marc Webb. 

Rebooting the franchise 10 years after 
Tobey Maguire donned the red and 
blue skin-tight suit as the eponymous 
web-slinger, The Amazing Spider- 
Man recounts the same origins story, 
albeit without cackling arch-nemesis 
Green Goblin or love interest Mary 
Jane. 

High school student Peter Parker 
(Andrew Garfield) is haunted by the 


disappearance of his parents 
(Campbell Scott and Embeth 
Davidtz). He lives with his uncle Ben 
(Martin Sheen) and aunt May (Sally 
Field) and contends with all the usual 
growing pains, including persistent 
bullying from classmate Flash 
Thompson (Chris Zylka). 

A tender romance with fellow student 
Gwen Stacy (Emma Stone) - the 
daughter of police chief Captain Stacy 
(Denis Leary) - keeps Peter on an 
even keel until he is bitten by a 
genetically modified arachnid. 

At the same time, he discovers 
evidence linking the disapperance of 
parents to his father’s business 
partner, Dr Curt Connors (Rhys Ifans). 
Little does Peter realise that Connors 
also has a secret alter ego: reptilian 
menace The Lizard. 


The Amazing Spider-Man is a 
terrifically entertaining refurbishment 
of the Marvel Comics superhero, 
blessed with an appealing mix of 
high-octane action and humour. 

A delightful scene on the New York 
subway, in which Peter experiences 
his abilities for the first time, is pure 
slapstick replete with a heartfelt 
apology to the poor passengers 
caught in the crossfire. 

Technology has advanced in 
gargantuan bounds in the past 
decade and this film soars in the 
action sequences, some in first- 
person perspective to take full 
advantage of the 3D format. 
Vertiginous sequences of the hero 
swinging between skyscrapers look 
stunning and digital effects are 
polished. However, director Webb is 


equally interested in what goes on 
behind the mask. 

The tentative romance with Gwen 
affords a pleasing change of pace 
from the frenetically edited skirmishes 
with The Lizard. 

The chameleonic Garfield tugs the 
heartstrings as a teenager wrestling 
with a destiny he never asked for, 
while his screen chemistry with 
Emma Stone sizzles. It’s no surprise 
they are reportedly dating off-screen. 
What The Amazing Spider-Man lacks 
is a scenery-chewing villain or that 
one defining moment that lingers in 
the memory. However, a tantalising 
additional scene, embedded in the 
closing credits, whets our appetite for 
the sequel which is already pencilled 
for release in summer 2014 
The amazing Spider-Man? Almost.

W HEN you are a major 
international car 
manufacturer, a glorious 
range-topping supercar is only ever a 
small part of the picture. 

Audi has that covered of course; 
witness the R8, which has just 
appeared in yet another iteration to 
tempt those seeking an even more 
thrilling combination of exclusivity 
and performance. What matters more 
is the bread and butter stuff - which is 
where the latest A3 comes in. 

Since the German firm first entered 
the premium compact segment in 
1996 it has sold a remarkable 2.7 
million A3s spread over two 
generations - even more impressive 
when you consider that the segment 
didn’t really exist before then. But 
where there is success there is greater 
competition, which is why the latest 
A3 has an even tougher fight on its 
hands. 

It’s not hard to spot that this is an A3, 
of course. Subtle evolution is the 
name of the game when it comes to 
the exterior design and, while some 
may have hoped for more, the truth is 
that the majority will be well and 
truly in favour. It’s sharper, leaner and 
slicker with some edgier detailing all 
over, exactly what the majority of 
buyers are looking for. As always 


you’ll want one of the bigger wheel 
options to get the best look, but it has 
class and presence to spare. 

Then you climb inside, and where you 
would expect an Audi to be 
particularly strong, the new A3 
manages to be even better than that. 
Compared to the last version the latest 
A3 has a more pared-back dashboard, 
with just a thin strip of switches 
across the centre of the dash sitting 
above the air conditioning controls. 
Pride of place in the centre of the 
dash is a large and attractive colour 
monitor. 

Like much of the new kit in here it 
gives the impression of being taken 
from an Audi further up the pecking 
order - contributing greatly to the 
feel-good factor. 


The other tasty inheritance is the 
touchpad device for the multimedia 
interface. First seen on the A8 saloon, 
this allows the driver to trace letters 
and numbers to input sat-nav 
destinations or telephone numbers. 

But new to the A3 is that this 
touchpad now sits in the centre of the 
large control wheel; a clever alteration 
that cleans up the space around the 
gear lever, avoids unnecessary clutter 
whilst still packing in loads of 
features. 

And, of course, the materials used are 
first rate and it is all put together 
beautifully. Don’t forget this is where 
you’ll spend most of your time, and 
the A3’s cabin is welcoming, 
comfortable and a pleasure to use. 
There’s plenty of substance to go with 


the elegant wrapping, as the new A3 
has a longer wheelbase and is a 
fraction wider than before yet weighs 
as much as 80kg less thanks to an 
aluminium bonnet and front wings. 
Underpinning all that is a new chassis 
that is lighter and stiffer than before, 
while the impressive mix of petrol 
and diesel engines are either new to 
A3 or revised. 

One of the most popular engine 
choices will be the 1.8-litre TFSI unit, 
and despite not being billed as such it 
is actually something of a discreet hot 
hatch. 

With 178bhp and 1841b. ft of torque 
performance is not in short supply; 0- 
62mph takes only 7.2 seconds and the 
top speed of 144mph should cover 
most eventualities. That performance 


is delivered with slick assurance, with 
a broad spread of torque and effortless 
acceleration available with just a 
gentle squeeze of the accelerator. 

Pair it with either the six-speed 
manual or seven-speed dual clutch 
DSG and the A3 can cruise, potter or 
blast with complete ease. Yet thanks 
to the weight saving and efficiency 
measures the combined fuel 
consumption figure of 50.4mpg and 
130g/km is hugely impressive in its 
own right, never mind compared to 
the performance figures. 

And the way the A3 behaves on the 
road is a reflection of the car as 
whole; controlled, refined and 
unflappable. The steering is 
undemanding when cruising but 
accurate and sufficiently 
communicative when pressing on, and 
the ride quality even on sports 
suspension is firm but comfortable. 
Push hard and the A3 is safe and 
predictable, but there is fun to be had 
if the mood takes you. 

You could say that the new A3 doesn’t 
represent a giant leap forward from 
the old car, but the truth is it makes 
significant strides in all the important 
areas to give an overall package that 
is very hard to fault. 

It makes a whole lot of sense on paper 
yet it has the all-important desirability 
that will make your heart want it in 
the first place - no excuses necessary.

Nearly 60% of Britains 
private car owners 
don’t know the 
recommended service 
interval for their 
vehicle and around one 
in ten wait for it to 
break down before 
having it serviced. 

The test, which asked 
drivers about their basic 
car care and car servicing 
habits, revealed that 38% 
of drivers were unaware 
that their car even had a 
recommended service 
interval.

In a separate competi¬ 
tion, he won two of his 
four singles matches 
when Essex finished run¬ 
ner-up to Hertfordshire in 
the Lionel Cox Cup. 

Chao is one of six 
youngsters from the 
Latton Bush-based club 
that head coach Will 
Calvert is confident will 
fare well in an Essex 
closed tournament at 
Thorpe Bay in August. 

The Harlow young¬ 
sters have all played for 
Essex in the past. 

They include Ben 
Stevenson (17) who has 


played at U-l8 level, as 
well as Stewards School 
student Alex Dodd (13) 
who has played for the 
Essex U-l4 team this 
year. 

Ben Miller and Harry 
Melluish, who have just 
left Mark Hall School 
and are both 16, have 
played for Essex U-l6s 
over the winter. 

Calvert said: “They 
should all do well and 
one or two should go all 
the way. Ben Stevenson is 
a big favourite in the U- 
18s and Ben Miller is in 
the U-l6s. 

“Alex Dodd should get 
to the last stages of the 
U-l4s and Alex Chao has 
a good chance to win it in 
the U-12s.” 

Stevenson, who won 
the Essex Open U-l6 title 
last year, did well for 
Essex U-l8s when they 
played in division two 
earlier this year. 

The team played three 
matches and in the cru¬ 
cial one against South 
Wales, he won both his 
singles and doubles 
matches. 

This ensured Essex 
were not relegated. 

Calvert said: “He has 
done well and has a good 
all-round court game. He 
should do well in the sen¬ 


iors. 

Dodd also played for 
Essex U-l4s in the dou¬ 
bles matches in a region¬ 
al event at Uxbridge in 
Middlesex. 

The player joined up 
with Ajay Modwadhia 
(Redbridge) to win his 
doubles match 6-2 7-6 
against Jamie Hyles and 
Taylan Ozdemir 

(Warwickshire) as Essex 
won the overall game 5- 
1 . 

Dodd lost his singles 
match when Essex beat 
Northants on a tie-break 
and was also beaten when 
Hertfordshire defeated 
Essex 6-0 in the final. 

Calvert said: “Alex has 
a good all-round game 
and volleys well for his 
age.” 

Miller recorded two 
fine singles wins against 
Hertfordshire (2-0) and 
Cambridgeshire (2-1) 
when he represented 
Essex U-l 6s in the 
Twelve Counties compe¬ 
tition this year. 

Melluish also acquit¬ 
ted himself well in this 
competition. 

Alex Curaba (11) is 
also another promising 
player. He won the Great 
Baddow Junior Open in 
Essex, winning by two 
sets to nil in the final.

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GB HOCKEY ACE HOPES TO FOLLOW I FOOTSTEPS OF OLYMPIAN SALLY 


GREAT Britain hockey player Chloe 
Rogers, from Great Dunmow, is on 
the threshold of taking part in the 
highlight of her sporting life, the 
London 2012 Olympics. 

The experienced midfielder has 
played international hockey over 
the past nine years after making 
her debut for England in 2003. 
Locally, she has played for 
Bishop's Stortford and Dunmow 
before playing at National League 
level for Chelmsford and Leicester. 
Rogers was selected to be in the 
16-player Great Britain women's 
hockey squad last month and 
spoke to sports reporter 
DAVID RIMMER about her aims as 
the Olympics approach. 


C hloe Rogers is hopeful 
that she can follow in the 
footsteps of a famous 
Olympian Essex girl - by 
claiming a medal at London 
2012. 

It was exactly 20 years ago that 
Sally Gunnell claimed her gold in 
the 400m hurdles at Barcelona 
Olympics. 

Rogers - born not too far from Sally’s 
Chigwell birthplace in Harlow - can 
call Essex her home. 

And although they have competed in 
very different sports, 27-year-old 
Rogers - who will line up for Great 
Britain in the hockey - 
hopes to follow in the 
footsteps of her idol 
Gunnell and claim a 
medal with Team GB. 

“This was my first 
experience I can 
remember of watching 
the Olympics in 1992 
[aged 7] and a female 
British athlete winning 
a Gold medal; Sally 
Gunnell crossing the 
finishing line and 
celebrating holding 
aloft a GB flag,” 
recalled Rogers. 

“I love all sports and that gave me a 
desire to want to achieve that one day 
and compete for medals at an 
Olympic games. I hope this will be 
the case for the London Olympics; 
that young people will watch the 
games and be inspired to be future 
Olympians too. 

“With Sally being from Essex too, I 
got the chance to meet her at my local 
running track in Braintree a few years 
later and got her autograph which also 
encouraged me to push on in sport.” 
Rogers added: “It would complete the 
journey from being a 7-year-old kid 
dreaming of future desires and fulfil 
my life ambition to win a gold medal 
at the Olympics Games this summer. 

It would put all the years and years of 
work and commitments into 
perspective and be all worthwhile. 
“Some people want it to happen, some 
people wish it to happen and only a 
few make it happen.” 

Rogers has enjoyed much success in 
hockey and claimed two bronze 
medals when representing England at 
the Commonwealth Games in 2006 
(in Australia) and in 2010 (in India). 
Success is in her blood, but Chloe 
wants more. 

The 2012 London Olympics is the big 
one and it is now less than a month 
away. 

The wait has been long since it was 
announced in 2005 that London would 
host the 2012 Olympics. 

Rogers cannot wait. She said: “I’m 
extremely excited. It has been a while 
waiting for this. It has been a good 
seven years and it’s getting very close.

Only way is a medal 
for 'Essex girl' Chloe 


“The main thing was to get selected. 
It’s an honour to play for my country 
and not many get the chance to have 
the Olympics in their own country.” 
Great Britain’s women’s hockey team 
are seeded fourth and their campaign 
starts with a group game against 
Japan on July 29. 

There are six teams in the group and 
the last group game is against the 
Netherlands on August 6. 

Games against Korea, Belgium and 
China figure in between. 

The other group includes top teams 
Argentina and Germany. 

The top two from each group will go 
into the semi-finals. 

Rogers is clinical in her approach to 
the group stages. 

As is the way with modern sports 
people no opposition is to be 


underestimated, but the ultimate goal 
is clear. 

Rogers said: “We have five tough 
games and anything can happen. We 
have done well against the Asian 
teams. The Netherlands will be a 
strong test. 

“Every game is important and we 
want to get off to a good start.” 

She added: “The Argentineans and 
Netherlands are the two top teams. 
Our record has been good over the 
last three years and we have won 
medals in tournaments. 

“You want to win and go in with a 
high expectation to be the best in the 
world.” 

The incentive for Rogers has 
heightened since she played for Great 
Britain in the Beijing 2008 Olympics 
in China. 


Rogers said: “I can take things from 
Beijing. It’s a very steep learning 
curve being in the Games. I want to 
improve my performance. We were 
sixth last time.” 

The Great Britain team have steadily 
improved over the last few years. 

A silver and bronze respectively this 
year in the Champions Trophy and 
World Cup are evidence the team is 
knocking on the door of an Olympic 
medal. 

Although the final squad has been 
whittled down to 16, Rogers stressed 
the team ethos that exists is so 
important. It’s a one for all and all for 
one attitude as the team prepare - 
there is no ‘i’ in team. 

“We can play squad matches and it’s 
designed to make us better,” Rogers 
said.

“Over the last three or four years we 
have been full-time and the whole 
squad have become good friends.” 
Rogers has a feel for what to expect 
from the hockey venue for the London 
Olympics and for the atmosphere that 
will be generated. 

She played in a test event at the 
Riverbank Arena in May. 

Rogers said: “It’s a fantastic venue 
when it was half full for the test event 
[in May] - it was fantastic and when 
you have 16,000 [a full capacity] and 
screaming crowds it will be 
unbelievable. 

“We have never had such a big 
tournament in this country and it will 
be fantastic.” 

She added: “The pitch is a normal 
water-based Astroturf surface and it’s 
blue rather than green. It will be a 
great chance to get hockey out there.” 
Expectations are high as Great Britain 
will be the hosts, but Rogers feels that 
it can be positive and not 
overwhelming. 

She said: “People will be a bit 
nervous. It will be a positive, nervous 
energy and you can get the best out of 
that. 

“It will be great to have my parents 
[Barry and Liz] and brother [Oliver] 
there.” 

Rogers added: “We have had lots of 
messages of support over the last year 
and I have had messages from people 
I used to play hockey with when I was 
10 or 11. It has been great.” 

So, hopefully 20 years on, another 
Essex girl can strike gold - this time 
with a hockey stick in hand. 
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Watts' delight at Olympic hope Gemili's capital gains 


SAM Watts has nothing but admiration 
and pride for his friend - golden boy 
Adam Gemili - as he prepares for his 
first Olympic Games. 

It seems incredible to think that barely a 
year ago the Harlow-born sprinter was 
passing on tips to the Londoner about 
running a relay race! 

Watts, 20, will carry the Olympic torch in 
Bishop’s Stortford this Saturday. 

He lined up alongside Gemili at the 2010 
World Junior Championships in Canada 
and the pair have won medals together in 
the 4x100m relay. 

Gemili earned his GB place at London 
when he came second just behind 
Dwayne Chambers at Birmingham in the 


Olympic trials 11 days ago. 

Watts has high hopes for his pal. 

Gemili was unheard of this time a year 
ago, but he will now carry the hopes of a 
nation into the Olympics in his home city 
London in less than a month’s time. 

Watts said: “He’s a really good guy and 
he really deserves to be there. He is one 
of these freaks that come along every 
couple of decades. 

“I spoke to him and said ‘be careful with 
your training’. That’s the mistake that 
Mark Lewis-Francis and Dwayne 
Chambers made. That’s why Great 
Britain does not have world class 
[sprinters]. A lot of them over train and 
burn out.” 


Meanwhile, Watts, helped his Woodford 
Green with Essex Ladies AC team to 4th 
in the second British Athletics League 
premiership fixture of the season at 
Barnet Copthall Stadium in North 
London on Saturday. 

Watts’ B-string 200m victory stood out. 
He clocked 21.57 seconds, the fastest 
200m time of the day despite running in 
difficult, windy conditions. 

The former Leventhorpe School, 
Sawbridgeworth student had earlier 
finished third in the B 100m (11.03s) and 
later ran in both relay teams, contributing 
a notable 47.8s split in the 4x400m.
